Mind you, I didn’t bring up the 
touchy subject at interracial love 
affairs between teen-agers. Some 
young people did. They brought it 
up by falling in love with members 
of other races. Then their class­ 
mates continued the controversy by 
having pitched battles over those 
sffairs. And I do mean battles, not 
fi5tfights. I mean gunfights, and 
stabbtnga and dMin-wbippinga. 
Pve tried to find out whether In­ 
terracial love affaire are becoming 
more common, and I find that they 
are. I’ve consulted with school 
leaders. Some of them are alarmed. 
But like me, they are fresh out of 
ideas. 
Maybe yon remember I wrote 
asking for suggestions a few weeks 
ago. I got a lot of abusive replies, 
and some very good ones. You’d be 
surprised how mad some folks get 
when the word ‘'race" is mentioned. 
The practical suggestions boil 
down to a compromise. They are 
that we continue to teach racial 
equality and friendship to our child­ 
ren. But with the teaching we 
should also point out the social 
realities wMch exist in this coun­ 
try. There are strong, almost uni­ 
versal, prejudices against interracial 


marriages. They’re found among 
minority as well as majority groups. 
The consequences of violations of 
those particular prejudice» should 
bo taught. Taught in term» of per­ 
sonal happiness, and the happiness 
of children. Interracial marriages 
still are apt to have tragic results in 
America. 
Does such teaching make sense to 
you? Sort of does to me, but I’m 
still uneasy over it, The problem, 
I'm afraid, is going to remain. 
QUESTION * ANSWERED 
Q. Is it true that the social class 
or group a person lives in has more 
to do with his I.Q. than the brain­ 
power he Inherited from his par­ 
ents? 
A. There are some ifs and ands, 
but that statement is not true. Re­ 
searchers have found that social 
class does have some effect on the 
results of paper-and -pencil group 
intelligence tests. Those effects di­ 
minish when individual teste, like 
the Binet test, are used.

Young people with diabetes are 
In some danger of developing cat­ 
aracts of the eye. 
A cataract is a milky clouding in 
the lens of the eye which cuts off 
light from the inner part of the eye, 
and thus brings on a form of blind­ 
ness. 
Cataracts due to diabetes are fair­ 
ly common, occurring almost always 
in young people. It seems that a 
person who is unable to content the 
augar metabolism of his body is 
more prone to cataracts than a nor­ 
mal person. About two per cent of 
those with diabetes will develop the 
diabetic type of eataract, it is be­ 
lieved.

are frequently suffering from a 
moderate form of diabetes, not a 
severe form. The typical diabetic 
cataract will appear in a patient 
who is relatively well. 
Another point is that almost all 
of these cataracts occur in the 
young. They have been reported In 
children as young as 11 months, and 
are very common amoifg adolescents. 
They are not so common in adults, 
and are very rare in the aged. 
DEVELOP RAPIDLY 
Diabetic cataracts are most often 
found in both eyes, and tend to 
develop very rapidly. It seldom takes 
more than a few weeks before the 
person is totally blind. 
Sometimes it is possible to check 
these cataracts after they begin to 
develop. In many cases of this type, 
the cataracts have cleared up when 
the diabetes received proper treat-’ 
ment. 
If the cloudiness becomes worse, 
it is necessary to have the cataract 
removed by an eye surgeon,. TMs: 
operation usually preserves the eye­ 
sight. However, it Is important to 
control the diabetes carefully at the 
time of the operation. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
ID.: I am diabetic and have a 
very pale color to the urine. Is this 
of any significance? 
Answer; No, it is not. Usually 
the color of the urine is determined 
to a great extent by the amount of 
physical activity carried out by the 
individual.

New York public officials, was called to the White 
House, presumably to complete plans for carrying 
out an Impartial, thoroughgoing investigation and 
housecleaning. Mr. Truman must have realized then 
that the only way to assure the American people of 
an impartial investigation was by having it con­ 
ducted by someone outside the administration; some­ 
one who could not be accused of owing a political 
debt to the administration he was investigating.

Glorifier Of Ham And Eggs Finds 


More Happiness Helping Convicts 


* NEW YORK—(>P)—Olorified ham 
Is a standard commodity on the 
Broadway stage. 
Bui Arthur Maisel has founded 
a fortune in the midtown glitter 
belt by glorifying it in a national 
dish — ham and eggs. His success 
tale is a story of showmanship in 
food. 
Ten years ago Maisel was a radio 
salesman, worried that wartime 
shortages would put him out of 
work. He dropped into a Broad­ 
way restaurant and ordered some 
ham and eggs. 


"BY THE TIME THEY GOT to 
me they were cold,” he said. “That 
had happened to me a lot of times. 
I got to wondering why. 
“I was a kind of a gourmet. So 
I went home and experimented in 
my own kitchen. I found that if 
I served them in the skillet they 
were cooked in they stayed hot.” 


With $900 he had saved and 


13,100 he borrowed Maisel opened 
a restaurant 
on Broadway — 
specializing in ham and eggs ser­ 
ved in shorthanded, g leam in g 
stainless steel skillets hot from 
the fire. The only other thing on 
the menu were coffee and deep 
dish pies. 


“If I had known more about 
the restaurant business I wouldn’t 
have dared the gamble,” Maisel 
recalled with a smile. 
“Every­ 
one then figured .only a hamburger 
stand could get by with only one 
real item on the menu.” 


But the Broadwayites came in 
hordes. The homeless sophisticates

Maisel says he can produce this 
by buying his supplies from the 
source instead of through middle­ 
men. The 125,000 customers he 
serves each week consume 144,000 
eggs, three tons of ham, two car­ 
loads of potatoes, two carloads of 
onions, and four-and-a-half tons of 
beef.

“A restaurant needs a theme," 
is his belief. “The town was over 
rim with Italian, 
French a n d 
Chinese restaurante. None seemed 
to be taking pride in its American 
food. That’s why I concentrated 
on it." 
Maisel made money so fast it 
began to bother him. 
He was 
proud of his financial success— 
he still is—but he felt that a grow­ 
ing bank account didn’t justify 
a man’s being alive. 
* 
One day a garage attendant 
told him of a brother who was in 
prison and eligible for a parole— 
“if he only had a job." 


MAISEL INVESTIGATED, ar­ 
ranged for a job. got the man 
freed. 
The 
incident 
got 
him 
interested in prison welfare, and 
it has become almost a second 
career with him. He has helped 
free and find jobs for some 50 
convicts.

“I don’t touch habitual crimi­ 
nals," he said. “But I do want to 
help neglected men who have made 
one mistake, paid for it, and de­ 
serve a second chance. 
And no 
one I’ve helped has ever betrayed 
my trust. 
“I am not religious, but I tell 
you I felt the call to help these 
men. 
Sometimes people, in the 
endeavor to build themselves up, 
forget the rest of the world.

They do, however, require 
an open mind—first in the plan­ 
ners of policy, then in those who 
declare and operate policy, and 
not least of all in those who re­ 
port and expound the po’icy. 


THE TROUBLES IN OUR for­ 
eign relations are expanding and 
becoming increasingly unmanage­ 
able. They are of a kind which 
makes it pertinent to ask whether 
we have not planned our policy on 
a set of estimates and predictions 
that have not, in fact, come true. 
It may well be, and in some mea­ 
sure I am Inclined to think it is 
the case, that they have not come 
true because our policies have been 
made to avert what was predict­ 
ed. In any event if they are not 
true, if we are now so to speak 
stuck with a false hypothesis, then 
we can understand better why we 
are so unprepared and indeed so 
nonplussed over what has been 
happening in Iran, in Egypt, in 
Tunisia, In Southeast Asia. 
Our operating hypothesis has 
been, I think it is correct to say, 
that the North Korean aggression 
of June 1950 was the opening skir­ 
mish of a series of military ac­ 
tions, first by the little satellites 
like North Korea, Hungary and 
Bulgaria, then by bigger satellites 
like China, Poland and East Ger­ 
many, and 'finally by the U. S. 
6. R. itself. On this hypothesis the 
Germany in alliance with the 
Germank in alliance 
with 
the 
West, the Japanese problem was 
to rearm Japan in alliance with 
the United States, the South Asian 
problem was to rearm. Chiang, the 
French, and the Vietnamese In 


Indochina. 
The policy of mili­ 
tary containment became a policy 
of guarding the frontiers of Indo­ 
china, Iran, Turkey, Greece, Yu­ 
goslavia 
and 
West 
Germany 
against Communist invasion,. 


THIS WAS ALL VERY WELL 
provided our planners and our pol­ 
icy makers and 
our 
politicians 
were ready for what might happen 
if the Communists did not invade, 
did not cross any more frontiers 
with armed forces, had learned a 
lesson we said we were teaching 
them in Korea, were in fact deter- 
red as we said we would deter 
them. 
If that Is not what has 
happened during the past year, 
It is at least true that no Com­ 
munist army has crossed an in­ 
ternational frontier. 
Yet during 
this year there ha» been on our 
side of this successful military con­ 
tainment boiling trouble in one 
countrjr after another. 
If Iran and Egypt were being 
attacked by the Russians, if Indo­ 
china were being attacked by the 
Chinese, it would be extremely 
unpleasant. 
But we would know 
what had to toe done. We would 
be doing it. But to have boiling 
trouble without the Russians or 
Chinese committing open aggres­ 
sion seems to have caught Mr. 
Acheson short not only of policy 
but even of 
a ringing declara­ 
tion. 


BE THAT AS IT MAY, enough 
has happened lately to put our 
planners in the State Department 
and the Pentagon on notice that 
they must be ready with another 
set of plans besides the ones they 
are now using. 
Our major policies in N. A. T. O. 
in Germany, 
in Japan, in 
the 
Middle East are built on the hy­ 
pothesis that overt military ag­ 
gression is probable and imminent. 
We should be thinking out what 
the system of a united Western 
Europe could 
be like, what the 
foreign policy of Japan will be, 
what are to be our relations with 
the old imperial regions of Asia 
and Africa—if, as the balance of 
military power is righted, military 
aggression becomes less and less 
probable and Imminent. Will the 
structures we are 
building 
fall 
apart if the pressure of external 
danger Is removed? 
That could 
happen, That, as I read events, is 
what has been happening in one 
place after another around the 
great periphery of the Communist 
orbit.

NEW YORK (IP)—Coffee, tea 
and soft drink men are always 
busy thinking up ways to bring 
more moments of cheer into your 
life—and more sales for their In­ 
dustries. 


The Pan-American Coffee Bu­ 
reau is happy today over reports 
that “the coffee break” custom is 
spreading fast in factories and of­ 
fices. 


TRUE ENOUGH 
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THE TEA BUREAU, INC- with 
an eye on the nation’s alarm at 
the growing traffic accident toll, 
is busy spreading the doctrine, 
“drink tea and see.” It also holds 
to the somewhat forlorn hope that 
one day American businessmen will 
copy the Britons and take after­ 
noon break for tea. 


And the soft drink men, as well 
as those peddling tea and coffee, 
are putting as many vending ma­ 
chines into business places as they 
can. 


The coffee break is distinct from 
the coffee sneak, which has long 
been popular. 
The sneak Is the 
more or less winked-at custom of 
running over to the soda fountain 
across the street. 
The break is 
formal time out. 


When the Mutual Life Insurance 
Co. counted noses of its New York 
City employees, it found about 800 
of Its 2,000 office workers took a 
coffee sneak each day. At IS min­ 
utes each this added up to 12,000 
working minutes daily, or a labor 
cost of $130,000 a year, the com­ 
pany says. 
Now it wheels eight 
carts into the offices and servé* a 
hot drink and pastiy at the work­ 
ers’ desks.

Don't Pay Tax On Payments 
From Medical Insurance

Medical costs that were reimbur­ 
sed to you are not taxable income, 
unless they were a tax deduction 
in a prior year. Of course, you de­ 
duct them from your total medical 
expense in 1951 
b e f o r e making 
your medical ex­ 
pense deduction 
from your 1951 
Income tax re­ 
turn. 
That 
is, 
if you have en­ 
ough m e d i c a l 
costs for a de­ 
duction. 


If you received 
any medical ex­ 
pense reimburse­ 
ment in 1951 for a medical expense 
paid in 1950 or an earlier year, 
then such medical expense reim­ 
bursement is taxable income only 
to the extent that the exepense in 
the earlier year was a tax deduc-

lion. For Instance: Assume yon 
had medical expense in 1950 of 
$1,000. That your adjusted gross 
income was $10,000 and therefor* 
5% of your adjusted gross incom* 
was $500 which cannot be deducted 
as medical expense. Since you can­ 
not deduct as medical expense th* 
first 5% of your adjusted gross in­ 
come, in this case $500. If your 
total medical expense was $1,000, 
then you deducted only $500. Now, 
in 1951, you received medical ex­ 
pense reimbursement from your 
insurance company of $750. Only 
that part of this medical expens* 
reimbursement that covers a pre­ 
vious tax deduction is taxable in­ 
come. 


Your medical expense deduction 
was $500 in 1950. So you include a* 
taxable income in 1951 the first 
$500 of reimbursement you received 
and exclude from income the bal­ 
ance, in this case $250. 


This income is reported as mis­ 
cellaneous income on the tax re­ 
turn.

Hub Drubs Club 
From M.V., 31-20 


IN 1922, THE BEARS had the honor of dedicating the new 
Rose Bowl at Pasadena (previously, all games had been played at 
Tournament Park) aggjnst a recently-acquired rival—USC. The 
game was one of those bruising, battering affairs which has spot­ 
lighted Trojan-Bear tilts before and since with 55,000 fans in the 
stands. Final score: California 12, USC O, with "Duke” Morrison 
scoring the game’s only touchdown from five-yards out. Archie 
Nisbet booted the extra point and a field goal while the Trojans 
suffered a safety to account for the other two points. 
Perhaps one of Smith's greatest personal triumphs was* the Cal- 
WashingtQn game of 1922. The Bears got off to a 6-0 lead in the 
first quarter but a fired-up Huskie team, mindful of what had 
taken place the previous year, bounced back for 7-6 in the second 
period. But from then on, a determined Bear pushed Washington 
all over the lot and left the field with a 45-7 victory. 
With a 28-0 decision over Stanford, the season came to a 
dose, California passing over an invitation to play in the Rose 
Bowl as it did in 1925. For three seasons California had been the 
scourge of the Coast, winning 27 games and being tied but once. 
Smith’s teams had rolled up 1,220 points while limiting all opposi­ 
tion to 81 digits. 
A NEW STAR in Bill Blewett came to the front to carry on 
in 1923. In fact Blewett’s fame spread North and South through­ 
out the state. USC had planned for weeks in advance to stop Ble- 
wctt’s booting efforts. During the early stages of the game, Cali­ 
fornia ran out of gas short of the Trojan goal line and sure 
enough, Blewett came in for a field goal try. 
He gave his leg a couple of practice swings but when the ball 
was centered, he stood there and fired a perfect touchdown «trike 
to halfback Don Nichols who scooted into the end zone to score. 
As it turned out that one play proved to be the key to the victory 
as the Bean won, 15-7. 
During this season another major project was under con­ 
struction. California was at last to have its own football stadium— 
Memorial Stadium, often referred to as "the house that Andy 
built.” The original structure was designed to accommodate á 
"studpendous” crowd of 73,000 although recent additions have 
made it possible to seat 84,000, It was completed in time for the 
29th Big Game, witnessed by the largest audience In Western 
football history (up to that time) and the Bears obligingly won, 
9-0. 
THE 1924 SEASON proved to be a carbon copy erf the pre­ 
ceding four years with the exception of two tics, the second being 
one of the most talked* about Big Games on record—the notable 
20-20 deadlock. Smith’s unerring teams had run their victory total 
to 48 straight without a defeat.

Administrator Talk 


Marin board of supervisors yes­ 
terday decided to delay until next 
Monday at 11 am . any discussion 
of the controversial question of hir­ 
ing a county administrative officer. 
The question was put off because 
of the absence of Supervisor James 
Kehoe of Inverness, who was laid 
up with the flu. 
Members of the Marin Council of 
the League of Women Voters, rep 
resenting Mill Valley, San Anselmo, 
and Sausalito, packed the supervis­ 
ors* chamber to give their support 
to the measure proposed in the 
Kroeger report 
League members presented the su­ 
pervisors with a statement of ap­ 
proval for setting up the post of 
county administrator who would 
review budget items, coordinate or­ 
ganization of county departments, 
and handle other executive func 
tions. ■ 
“It will relieve the supervisors of 
administrative details which now 
occupy a disproportionate amount of 
time,” the statement said, “and al­ 
low the board more freedom to con­ 
sider long-term overall policies con­ 
cerning land use, public works, pro­ 
tective services, recreation, and fi­ 
nance.” 
The study, made over a two-year 
period, 
cited 
the 
"phenomenal 
growth” of Marin, especially in un­ 
incorporated areas: 
“This growth factor, plus the pres­ 
ent undisputed trend of the citizen 
to demand more services and of the 
state to demand more detailed rec­ 
ords, makes it imperative for us to 
seek more modern methods. . . / ’ 


The league advised that the ad­ 
ministrative officer be thoroughly 
trained and experienced in public 
administration, 
provided 
with 
a 
competent staff, and given a suffi­ 
cient amount of money to carry out 
his duties. 
“He should be given such author­ 
ity as will make him in fact the 
actual executive agent of the board, 
carrying to completion Iffc recorded 
plans and decisions,” the league’s 
statement recommended. 
Progressive consolidation of county 
offices and centralized buying for 
the county were also cited as ad­ 
vantages of the proposed setup. 
Supervisor William D. Fusselman 
complimented league members on 
their presentation but moved that 
the board wait until all five mem­ 
bers are present before beginning its 
discussion.

All three members present 
last night—Councilmen Charles Aby 
and Homer Wood, and Mayor Ed­ 
ward W. Culver—indicated they feel 
the property owners are being given 
a bad deal by the board of educa­ 
tion.

Their principal 
spokesman was Miss Iride E. Mar­ 
tini, San Rafael real estate dealer 
who owns one of the affected 
properties. 


REZONING INITIATED

Social Realities Should Be Taken 
Under Consideration In Marriage 
Mind you, I didn't bring up the 
touchy subject of interradal love 
affairs between teen-ager». Some 
young people did. They brought it 
up by falling in love with members 
of other races. Then their class­ 
mates continued the controversy by 
having pitched battles over those 
affairs. Ami I do mean battles, not 
fistfights. I mean gunfighta, and 
stabbing» and chain-whipping« 
rve tried to find out whether in­ 
terracial love affairs are becoming 
more common, and I find that they 
are. rve consulted with school 
leaders. Some of them are alarmed. 
But like me, they are fresh out of 
idea*. 
Maybe yon remember I wrote 
asking for suggestions a few weeks 
ago. I got a lot of abusive replies, 
and some very good ones. You’d be 
surprised how mad tome folks get 
when the word “race“ is mentioned. 
The practical suggestions boil 
down to a compromise. They are 
that we continue to teach racial 
equality and friendship to our child­ 
ren. But with the teaching we 
should also point out the social 
realities which exist in this coun­ 
try. There are strong, almost uni­ 
versal, prejudices against interradal

They are not so common te adults, 
and are wry rare in the aged. 
DEVELOP RAPIDLY 
Diabetic cataracts are mosjit often 
found in both eyes, and tend to 
develop very rapidly. It seldom takes 
more than a few weeks before the 
person is totally blind. 
Sometimes it is possible to check 
these cataracts after they begin to 
develop. In many cases of this type, 
the cataracts have cleared up when 
the diabetes received proper treat-' 
ment. 
If the cloudiness becomes worse, 
it is necessary to have the cataract 
removed by an eye surgeon. This 
operation usually preserves the eye­ 
sight. However, R is important to 
control the diabetes carefully at the 
time of the operation. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
ID : I am diabetic and have a 
very pale color to the urine. Is this 
of any significance? 
Answer: No, it is not. Usually 
the color of the urine is determined 
to a great extent by the amount of 
physical activity carried out by the 
individual.

Mr. Truman must have realized then 
that the only way to assure the American people of 
an impartial investigation waa by having it con­ 
ducted by someone outside the administration; some­ 
one who could not be accused of owing a political 
debt to the administration he waa investigating.

IT IS THE DUTY OF military 
and diplomatic planners to make 
more than one plan, and never to 
tie themselves irrevocably and ab­ 
solutely to any estimate of what 
their opponent is going to do. For 
once the opponent knows what the 
planners believe he is going to do, 
he has the option to do something 
else, and thus throw the planners 
off balance. 
In our dealinga with the Rui- 
aians we disclose all our plans 
while they do not disclose their 
plans. This is a great disadvan­ 
tage for us since they know not 
only what we intend to do but 
what we expect them to do. There 
is no way of abolishing this dis­ 
advantage. It is inherent in the 
relations between a democracy 
and dictatorship. 
But there are 
ways of mitigating the disadvan­ 
tage. 
They do, however, require 
an open mind—first in the plan­ 
ners of policy, then in those who 
declare and operate policy, and 
not least of all in those who re­ 
port and expound the poUcy. 


THE TROUBLES IN OUR for­ 
eign relations are expanding and 
becoming increasingly unmanage­ 
able. They are of a kind which 
makes it pertinent to ask whether 
we have not planned our policy on 
a set of estimates and predictions 
that have not, in fact, come true. 
It may well be, and in some mea­ 
sure I am inclined to think H ia 
the case, that they have not come 
true because our policiea have been 
made to avert what was predict­ 
ed. In any event if they are not 
true, if we are now so to speak 
stuck with a false hypothesis, then 
we can understand better why we 
are so unprepared and indeed so 
nonplussed over what haa been 
happening in Iran, in Egypt, in 
Tunisia, in Southeast Asia. 
Our operating hypothesis haa 
been, I think it is correct to say, 
that the North Korean aggression 
of June 1950 was the opening skir­ 
mish of a series of military ac­ 
tions, first by the little satellites 
like North Korea, Hungary and 
Bulgaria, then by bigger satellites 
like China, Poland and East Ger­ 
many, and ’finally by the U. S. 
6. R. itself. On this hypothesis the 
Germany in alliance with the 
Germank in alliance 
with 
the 
West, the Japanese problem waa 
to rearm Japan in alliance with 
the United States, the South Asian 
problem waa to rearm Chiang, the 
French, and the Vietnamese in 


IndoChina. 
The policy of mili­ 
tary containment became a policy 
of guarding the frontiers of Indo­ 
China, Iran, Turkey, Greece, Yu­ 
goslavia 
and 
West 
Germany 
against Communist invasion,. 


THIS WAS ALL VERY WELL 
provided our planners and our pol­ 
icy makers and 
our 
politicians 
were ready for what might happen 
if the Communists did not invade, 
did not crosa any more frontiers 
with armed forces, had learned a 
lesson we said we were teaching 
them in Korea, were in fact deter* 
red as we said we would deter 
them. 
If that ia not what haa 
happened during the past year, 
it is at least true that no Com­ 
munist army has crossed an in­ 
ternational frontier. 
Yet during 
this year there haa been on our 
aide of this successful military con­ 
tainment boiling trouble in one 
country after another. 
If Iran and Egypt were being 
attacked by the Russians, if Indo­ 
China were being attacked by tfee 
Chinese, It would be extremely 
unpleasant. But we would know 
what had to be done. We would 
be doing it. But to have boiling 
trouble without the Russians or 
Chinese committing open aggres­ 
sion seems to have caught Mr. 
Acheson short not only of policy 
but even of a ringing declara­ 
tion. 


BE THAT AS IT MAY, enough 
has happened lately to put our 
planners in the State Department 
and the Pentagon on notice that 
they must be ready with another 
set of plans besides the ones they 
are now using. 
Our major policies in N. A. T. O. 
In Germany, in Japan, in the 
Middle East are built on the hy­ 
pothesis that overt military ag­ 
gression Is probable and imminent. 
We should be thinking out what 
the system of a united Western 
Europe could be like, what the 
foreign policy of Japan will be, 
what are to be our relations with 
the old imperial regions of Asia 
and Africa—if, as the balance of 
military power la righted, military 
aggression becomes less and less 
probable and imminent. Will the 
structures we are building fall 
apart If the pressure of external 
danger is removed? 
That could 
happen. That, as I read events, is 
what has been happening in one 
place after another around the 
great periphery of the Communist 
orbit.

• NEW YORK—(JP)—Olorifisd ham 
fa a standard commodity on the 
Broadway stage. 
But Arthur Maisel haa founded 
a fortune in the midtown glitter 
belt by glorifying it in a national 
dish — ham and eggs. His success 
tale ia a story of showmanship in 
food. 
Ten years ago Maisel was a radio 
salesman, worried that wartime 
shortage* would put him out of 
work. He dropped into a Broad­ 
way restaurant and ordered some 
ham and eggs. 


“BY THE TIME THEY GOT to 
me they were cold,” he said. “That 
had happened to me a lot of times. 
I got to wondering why. 
*1 was a kind of a gourmet. So 
I went home and experimented in 
my own kitchen. I found that if 
I served them in the skillet they 
were cooked in they stayed hot.” 
With 1900 he had saved and 


11,100 he borrowed Maisel opened 
a restaurant 
on Broadway — 
specializing in ham and eggs ser­ 
ved in shorthanded, gleaming 
stainless steel skillets hot from 
the fire. The only other thing on 
the menu were coffee and deep 
dish pies. 
“If I had known more about 
the restaurant business I wouldn’t 
have dared the gamble,” Maisel 
recalled with a smile. 
“Every­ 
one then figured .only a hamburger 
stand could get by with only one 
real item on the menu.** 
But the Broadwayites came in 
hordes. The homeless sophisticates 
like the homey touch of eating out 
^of a skillet. 


TODAY MAISEL HAS SIX 
colorful restaurants in mid-Man- 
hattan, grosses 14,000,000 a year, 
plans a national chain of ham-and> 
eggeries. He has now expanded 
his menu to include other standard 
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dishes such as steak, potatoes and 
onions. 
. # 
“I aim at a forgotten mass mar­ 
ket — the white oollar class,” he 
said. “They are the people who 
want a good American dinner un­ 
der $2.” 
Maisel says he can produce this 
by buying his supplies from the 
source instead of through middle­ 
men. The 125,000 customers he 
serves each week consume 144,000 
eggs, three tons of ham, two car­ 
loads of potatoes, two carloads of 
onions, and four-and-a-half tons of 
beef. 
“A restaurant needs a theme,** 
is his belief. “The town was over­ 
run with Italian. French an d 
Chinese restaurants. None seemed 
to be taking pride in its American 
food. That’s why I concentrated 
on it.** 
Maisel made money so fast it 
began to bother him. 
He was 
proud of his financial success— 
he still is—but he felt that a grow­ 
ing bank account didn’t justify 
a man’s being alive. 
.* * 
One day a garage attendant 
told him of a brother who was in 
prison and eligible for a parole— 
“if he only had a job.” 


MAISEL INVESTIGATED, ar­ 
ranged for a job. got the man 
freed. 
The incident 
got him 
interested in prison welfare, and 
it has become almost a second 
career with him. He has helped 
free and find jobs for some 50 
convicts. 
* * 
“I don't touch habitual crimi­ 
nals," he said. “But I do want to 
help neglected men who have made 
one mistake, paid for it, and de­ 
serve a second chance. 
And no 
one I*ve helped has ever betrayed 
my trust. 
*1 am not religious, but I tell 
you I felt the call to help these 
men. 
Sometimes people, in the 
endeavor to build themselves up, 
forget the rest of the world. 
I 
didn’t want to be like that.” 
. Maisel has enlisted Broadway 
business associatea in his work. 
He sometimes drives 500 m i l e s 
himself to visit a prison, help a 
parolee get a fresh start in life. 
He says it has given him more 
happiness than the gold he found 
in glorifying ham and eggs.

THE TEA BUREAU, INC., with 
an eye on the nation’s alarm at 
the growing traffic accident toll, 
is busy spreading the doctrine, 
“drink tea and see.” It also holds 
to the somewhat forlorn hope that 
one day American businessmen will 
copy the Britons and take after­ 
noon break for tea. 
And the soft drink men, as well 
as those peddling tea and coffee, 
are putting as many vending ma­ 
chines into business places as they 
can. 
The coffee break is distinct from 
the coffee sneak, which has long 
been popular. The sneak is the 
more or less winked-at custom of 
running over to the soda fountain 
across the street. 
The break ia 
formal time out. 
When the Mutual Life Insurance 
Co. counted noses of its New York 
City employees, it found about 800 
of its 2,000 office workers took a 
coffee sneak each day. At 15 min­ 
utes each this added up to 12,000 
working minutes daily, or a labor 
cost of $130,000 a year, the com­ 
pany says. Now it wheels eight 
carts into the offices and serves a 
hot drink and pastry at the work­ 
ers’ desks. 


EVEN HIGHER PRICES haven’t 
quenched the office or factory 
workers thirst for a non-in toxi­ 
ca ting j»icker-upper, according to 
men in the business. The Nation­ 
al Coffee Association, in a prelim­ 
inary estimate, says that last year 
more than 2*4 billion pounds of 
coffee were 
imported into 
this 
country. This was about 200 mil­ 
lion pounds more than the year 
before. 


The tea bureau reports tea im­ 
ports of more 
than «4 
million 
pounds last year. This waa down 
from 1950’s booming total of 113 
milium pounds because the bureau 
says, there was scare buying in 
1950 when the west feared the 
Reds would cut off the tea-growing 
areas. But the tea bureau says 
retail sales are on the upgrade.

INCOME TAX FAX 
Don't Pay Tax On Payments 
From Medical Insurance 


By PETER JAMES WIKEL 
Public Accountant, Larkspur 
Medical costs that were reimbur­ 
sed to you are not taxable income, 
unless they were a tax deduction 
in a prior year. Of course, you de­ 
duct them from your total medical 
expense in 1951 
b e f o r e making 
your medical ex­ 
pense deduction 
from your 1951 
income tax re­ 
turn. That is, 
if you have en­ 
ough m e d i c a l 
costs for a de­ 
duction. 
If you received 
any medical ex­ 
pense reimburse­ 
ment in 1951 for a medical expense 
paid in 1950 or an earlier year, 
then such medical expense reim­ 
bursement is taxable income only 
to the extent that the exepense in 
the earlier year was a tax deduc-

tion. For instance: Assume you 
had medical expense in 1950 of 
$1,000. That your adjusted grose 
income was $10,000 and therefore 
5% of your adjusted gross income 
was $500 which cannot be deducted 
as medical expense. Since you can­ 
not deduct as medical expense the 
first 5% of your adjusted gross in­ 
come, in this case $500. If your 
total medical expense was $1,000, 
then you deducted only $500. Now, 
in 1951, you received medical ex­ 
pense reimbursement from your 
insurance company of $750. Only 
that part of this medical expense 
reimbursement that covers a pre­ 
vious tax deduction is taxable in­ 
come. 


Your medical expense deduction 
was $500 in 1950. So you include aa 
taxable income in 1951 the first 
$500 of reimbursement you receivid 
and exclude from income the bal­ 
ance, in this case $250. 


This income is reported as 
ceiianeous income on the tax re* 
turn.

PART IV; THE GOLDEN ERA 
ANDY SMITH Io»t few veterans for the 1921 season which 
found his well-oiled Bear machine rolling along in high gear for 
the second straight year. 
California had waited long to pav back Washington for iu 
humiliating 72-0 trouncing administered back in 1915. So, when 
the Huskies came to Berkeley in November of 192!, the Bears let 
fly with everything they had 
to offer in the way of offensive 
power. The final score found California on the winning end, 
72-5, as the Northerners had somehow managed to boot a field goal 
between California scores which came thick and fast. 
Andy Smith’s eleven went Rose Bowling again, this time to 
battle Washington and Jefferson to a scoreless tie in a game played 
on a sea of mud. The following year Smith was faced with a major 
rebuilding problem but it was to Andy’s credit that he fit his 
personnel to the correct situation, and, as a result, another splen­ 
did team was created. 


IN 1922, THE BEARS had the honor of dedicating the new 
Rose Bowl at Pasadena (previously, all games had been played at 
Tournament Park) ag^nst a recently-acquired rival-USC. The 
game was one of those bruising, battering affairs which has spot­ 
lighted Trojan-Bcar tilts before and since with 55,000 fans in the 
stands. Final score: California 12, USC O, with “Duke” Morrison 
scoring the game’s only touchdown from five-yards ou t Archie 
Nisbet booted the extra point and a field goal while the Trojans 
suffered a safety to account for the other two points. 
Perhaps one of Smith’s greatest personal triumphs was- the Cal- 
Washingtgn game of 1922. The Bears got off to a ¿0 lead in the 
first quarter but a fired-up Huskie team, mindful of what had 
taken place the previous year, bounced back for 7-6 in the second 
period. But from then on, a determined Bear pushed Washington 
all over the lot and left the field with a 45-7 victory. 
With a 28-0 decision over Stanford, the season came to a 
close, California parting over an invitation to play in the Rose 
Bowl as it did in 1925. For three seasons California had been the 
scourge of the Coast, winning 27 games and being tied but once. 
Smith’s teams had rolled up 1,220 points while limiting all opposi­ 
tion to 81 digits. 


A NEW STAR in Bill Blewett came to the front to carry on 
in 1925. In fact Blewett's fame spead North and South through­ 
out the state. USC had planned tor weeks in advance to stop Ble- 
wett’s booting efforts. During the early stages of the game, Cali­ 
fornia fan out of gas short of the Trojan goal line and sure 
enough, Blewett came in for a field goal try. 
He gave his leg a couple of practice swings but when the ball 
was centered, he stood there and fired a perfect touchdown strike 
to halfback Don Nichols who scooted into the end zone to score. 
As it turned out that one play proved to be the key to the victory 
as the Bears won, 15-7. 
During this season another major project was under con 
struction. California was at last to have its own football stadium— 
Memorial Stadium, often referred to as "the house that Andy 
built.” The original structure was designed to accommodate a 
studpendous” crowd of 75,000 although recent additions have 
made it possible to seat 84,000. It was completed in time for the 
29th Big Game, witnessed by the largest audience in Western 
football history (up to that time) and the Bears obligingly won, 
9-0. 


THE 1924 SEASON proved fo be a carbon copy of the pre- 
ceeding four years with the exception of two ties, the second being 
one of the most talked about Rij: Games on record—the notable 
20-20 deadlock. Smith’s unerring teams had run their victory total 
to 48 straight without a defeat.

month. In January a year ago, Ryan 
gave the go-ahead for building 
amounting to $1,090,336. 
Last month he granted permits 
for 51 dwellings costing their build 
era $491,964. two small commercial 
projects totalling $6,000, with the 
rest in additions, alterations,* and 
other smaller jobs. 
If 
February brings the good 
weather it promised at its begin­ 
ning, Scott and other labor leaders 
feel that delayed projects can get 
going again and all men can go back 
to work.

Supervisors Delay 
Administrator Talk 


Marin board of supervisors yes­ 
terday decided to delay until next 
Monday at 11 am. any discussion 
of the controversial question of hir­ 
ing a county administrative officer. 
The question was put off because 
of the absence of Supervisor James 
Kehoe of Inverness, who was laid, 
up with the fiu. 
Members of the Marin Council of 
the League of Women Voters, rep­ 
resenting Mill Valley, San Anselmo, 
and Sausalito, packed the supervis­ 
ors’ chamber to give their support 
to the measure proposed in the 
Kroeger report 
League members presented the su­ 
pervisors with a statement of ap­ 
proval for setting up the post of 
county administrator who would 
review budget items, coordinate or­ 
ganization of county departments, 
and handle other executive func­ 
tions. 
T t will relieve the supervisors of 
administrative details which now 
occupy a disproportionate amount of 
time,” the statement said, “and al­ 
low the board more freedom to con­ 
sider long-term overall policies con­ 
cerning land use, public works, pro­ 
tective services, recreation, and fi­ 
nance.” 
The study, made over a two-year 
period, 
cited 
the 
“phenomenal 
growth” of Marin, especially in un­ 
incorporated areas: 
“This growth factor, plus the pres­ 
ent undisputed trend of the citizen 
to demand more services and of the 
state to demand more detailed rec­ 
ords, makes it imperative for us to 
seek more modem methods. . . 


The league advised that the ad­ 
ministrative officer be thoroughly 
trained and experienced in public 
administration, provided with a 
competent staff, and given a suffi­ 
cient amount of money to carry out 
his duties. 
“He should be given such author­ 
ity as will make him in fact the 
actual executive agent of the board, 
carrying to completion ifc recorded 
plans and decisions,” the league’s 
statement recommended. 
Progressive consolidation of county 
offices and centralized buying for 
the county were also cited as ad­ 
vantages of the proposed setup. 
Supervisor William D. Fusselman 
complimented league members on 
their presentation but moved that 
the board wait until all five mem­ 
bers are present before beginning its 
discussion.
